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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Although the proposed amendment changes the scope of the claims, it does not overcome the 1 12, 1st 
rejection or otherwise simplify the issues for appeal. It is noted that the 1 12, new matter rejection was not based solely upon the 
presence of the word "substantially" but rather the general negative limitation of being "free of polypropylene" when the specification 
merely teaches the present copolymers are advantageous over polypropylene. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are found unpersuasive 
since Peoples clearly teaches the claimed tufted primary backing, a secondary backing material, and an adhesive material of the same 
composition binding the bottom of the primary backing to the top of the secondary backing. Note Peoples' teaching that the addition of a 
pre-coat is a "preferred" embodiment, claims 48 and 49, which state the inventive thermoplastic backing is on the bottom of the tufted 
primary backing, and claim 52 and 53, which state extruding the thermoplastic barrier onto the tufted primary backing.
